Good  son  does  recall,  how¬ 
ever,  one  of  the  lower  points 
in  his  life.

Sometimes  we  think 
that  things  could  not  get 
much  worse,  but  Christ  has  a 
bigger  plan  set  out  for  each 
arm  every  one  of  us." 

From  the  outside,  many 
sports  fans  idolize  the 
lifestyles  of  professional  ath¬ 
letes,  convinced  they  live  a 
life  of  luxury,  complete  with 
six-car  garages,  movie-the¬ 
ater-sized  televisions,  and 
steak  dinners  every  night, 
with  no  struggles  financially 
or  otherwise. 

That's  not  always  the  case 
for  a  Christian  athlete, 
Goodson  said.  'As  an  athlete, 
there  are  many  temptations 
that  the  normal,  everyday 
person  may  not  experience. 
People  want  to  give  yOu 
things  or  ask  things  of  you 
that  are  not  things  Christians 
should  be  involved  with. 

.  "As  a  Christian,  we  have  to 
know  -what's  right  and  wrong 
and  recognize  that  we  are  in  a 
position  as  professional  ath¬ 
letes  to  lead  others  to  Christ 
because  of  our  platform.* 

.  Goodson  married  his  wife, 
Kelsey  in  January  2009  and- 
says  that  she  is  now  the' 
biggest  influence  in  his  life.  In 
addition  to  his  wife,  he  says 
others  who  make  big  impacts 
on  his  life  spiritually  ana  pro¬ 
fessionally  are  his  father;  Cliff 
Shaw,  the  chaplain  for  FC 
Dallas  in  MLS;  and  his  youth 
soccer  coach  Gene  Mishalow. 

"They  are  the  biggest  role 
models  in  my  life,  and  I  don't 
make  any  big  decisions  with¬ 
out  first  consulting  them 
because  1  know  they'll  always 

Soint  me  in  the  right  direc- 
on,"  Goodson  said. 

Currently  a  defender  for  DC 
Start  in  Norway,  Goodson 
says  he  originally  struggled 
in  a  country  that  is  spiritually 
thirsty.  Having  always  been 
surrounded  by  strong  spiritu¬ 
al  influences,  the  lade  of  spir¬
